First, let us note that any v iola­ 
tion of the div ine p lan for the m ar­ 
riage of one m an and one woman, 
in lov ing communion for the found­ 
ing and m aintenance of the home, 
is a direct v iolation of the law’ of 
God.

It brings serious re ­ 
sults in the destruction of the home, 
and in the ruin of indiv idual life— 
p hy sical, m oral, and sp iritual. 
The words of Jesus broaden the 
interp retation of the com m andm ent 
to cov er 
all sexual 
im p urity 
in 
thought, word, or deed. 
While wo 
recognize that the outward act of 
im m orality 
carries 
with 
it 
con­ 
sequences both in the life of the in­ 
div idual and those with and against 
whom he sins, w’hich do not follow 
up on the thought of ev il without tho 
act, y et it is true that essentially ha 
is guilty who had it in his heart to 
do the wicked thing ev en though a 
sense of p rudence or circum stances 
hindered its execution.

need 
clean h earts and minds if there are 
. to be clean liv es. 
II. M arriage—a Div ine Institution 
j (M ark 10:6-8). 
As the p rop er background for a 
I discussion

Lord 
! m akes clear that m arriag e was or­ 
dained by God, and that it inv olv es 
; a 
holy union of two 
indiv iduals 
I which m akes them one. 
All those 
j w’ho 
look 
forw ard 
to 
m arria g e 
1 should realize that it is not a casual 
! thing, or a m erely tem p orary legal 
I contract. 
It is a union for life—be 
j it for better or worse, in sickness 
or health, in p rosp erity or adv ersity . 
All who are m arried should there- 
| fore 
highly 
regard 
their 
sacred 
i v ows. 
III. Div orce Limited and Rem ar­ 
riage Forbidden (M ark 10:2-4, 10- 
1 2). 
This p assage, 
and other scrip ­ 
tures, teach that div orce is not p er­ 
m itted excep t on the ground of adul­ 
tery (Matt. 5:32), and that any re­ 
m arria g e inv olv es the p arties in the 
guilt of adultery . 
Aware as we are 
of the laxness of some branches of 
the church in such m atters, and the 
alanost entire lack of standards in 
the world, we cannot but p resent 
the p lain teachings of our Lord and 
urge ev ery 
reader to follow the 
com m andm ent of God’s Word. 
There can be no question that di­ 
v orce is a m ajor ev il in our day . 
The w riter has been astonished to 
find one family after another in his 
own 
resp ectable 
neighborhood 
where the children bear one nam e 
and their m others another, or there 
are two “ se ts” of children in one 
family with different surnam es be­ 
cause of div orce and rem arriage. 
In som e cases he knows of the fa­ 
thers of children coming to see their 
offsp ring at the home of the second 
husband. What utter confusion such 
situations m ust create in the minds 
and hearts of the boy s and girls! 
IV. Children—the Gift of God to 
the Home (M ark 10:13-16). 
How reliev ed we are to leav e the 
consideration of such sordid, ev en i 
though v itally im p ortant, m atters j 
as m oral im p urity and div orce, and

It would ap p ear that Jesus desired i 
to turn the thought of His hearers i 
from the negativ e “ thou shalt not” j 
to the p ositiv e solution of the home ;
